Plundered of Its 
Dead. 


Singularity and Mystery Attach- 
ing to the Despicable 
Crime. 


The Premises Well Lighted and 
Under Constant Surveil- 
lance. 


No Traces of the Stupidity of 
the Ordinary Body-~- 
Snatcher. 


Not a Oent Will Ever Be Paid the Robbers— 
$100,000 May Be Spent to 
Secure Them. 


Special Disvatch to The Tribune, 

New York, Nov. 7.—The grave of the late 
Alexander I. Stewarf was successfully robbed 
between midnight and sunrise this morning, 
and his remains carried off, evidently in the 
hope of obtaining a large ransom for their 
return. The scene of the outrage was 
old St. Mark’s churchyard, which occupies the 
irreguiar end of the biock bounded by Second 
avenue, Stuyvesant, and East Eleventh streets. 
The church, facing on Stuyvesanj street, di- 
vides the yard into two strips of green turf, 
dotted with small square marble slabs. These 
slabs indicate the vaults, which form a perfect 
honeycomb under ground. The Stewart ily 
vault is about in the centre, and is surrou ed 
by a spiked iron fence ten feet high, and 

EXCEEDINGLY DIFFICULT TO OLIMB. 
A more exposed position for grave robbery 
could hardly be found. The yard fronts on 
three streets, with houses opposite gn all sides, 
and four street-lamps throw light into it. The 
Stewart vault entrance is covered by three stone 
slabs, all of which had to be removed. 

On the morning of Oct. 9the sexton of St. 
Mark’s, George W. Hammill, discovered that 
the Stewart slab had been tampered with dur- 
ing the preceding night. Somebody had lifted 
it, and evidently let it drop in a hurry. 
There seems to be no doubt, in the light 
of today’s discoveries, that an attempt 
was then made to steal the 
body, and that the robbers were frightened away 
just as they got fairly to work. Judge Hilton 
was notified, and made an examination of the 
premises. He had new locks put on, the gates, 
and moved the slab fifteen feet south to mislead 
future spoliators. He also employed a private 
night-watchman, who was required to visit the 
yard once every hour. 


‘THIS WATCHMAN WAS DISCHARGED ON FRIDAY 


LAST, 
it being thought no further attempt would be 
made. This morning the sexton’s assistant 
found the vault opened and the body gone. The 
police and Judge Hilton were notified, and 
every effort is being made to ferret 
out the mystery. Only one man 
saw anything unusual about the cemetery last 
night. A dentist, returning home at midnight, 
saw five men standing near the cemetery fence. 
The night was dark and stormy. Three patrol- 
men who pass the cemetery saw nothing suspi- 
cious. A deep feeling of indignation is ex- 
pressed at the outrage. 

Judge Hilton thinks there is ‘somethiog 
strange in Sexton Hammel’s actions. The 
Judge says he could imagine no reason why 
any one should stea! Mr. Stewart’s body except 
to recover a reward. The silver plate was the 
only thing to tempt robbers. The Judge him- 
self could not have accurately pointed out the 
vault entrance. The robbers 

MUST HAVE HAD RELIABLE INFORMATION. 
The sexton and his assistant were the only 
persons who knew the entrance. 

When Hilton reached the vault be found a 
piece of the sexton’s rope which that person did 
not satisfactorily account for. The sexton and 
his assistant were taken to headquarters and 
examined. Their stories agree. While sus- 
pected, they are not under arrest. 

Judge Hilton believes the thieves went out 
the gate with the body, and must have had du- 
plicate keys. The job was done with great 
skill, the robbers evidently knowing the loca- 
tion perfectly. A small shovel and lantern 
were found in the vault. There were five boxes 
in the vault, and one was crushed in, prob- 
ably by stepving on it. This is the 
first time the Metropolitan Police have ever had 
a case of body-snatching reported. This time 
was chosen undoubtedly because the body was 
soon to be removed toa crypt in the Garden 
City Cathedral. 
MRS. STEWART . 
was very ill at the time of the affair. She is in 
her 75th year, and has been ailing much lately. 

Jadge Hilton did not break the news until a 
late hour today. He said it was one of the 
most painful tasks that had ever fallen on him. 
He put it off as long as possible. In the after- 
noon, when the newsboys began to cry the story 
in the streets, they seemed to loiter about the 
lady’s residence, and to cry more sloudly 
and persistently than usual. Mrs. Stewart takes 
a lively interest in current eveots, and exhibited 
a singular interest to know what event was cried 
on the streets. Judge Hilton then related care- 
fully the story of the robbery of her husband’s 
grave. Mrs. Stewart 

BORE THE SHOCK WITH HEROISM, 
but it proved at length too great a strain on ber 
weakened strength, and she sank perceptibly 
under the blow. 

Judge Hilton said the terrible affair proved a 
cruelty to the estimable lady difficult to con- 
ceive. it is feared the result may prove very 
serious to Mrs. Stewart. Judge Hilton says he 
is absolutely certain of recovering the remains 
and having all guilty parties in custody within a 
short time. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

. To the Western Associated Press. 

NEw YorK, Nov. 7.—Early on the morning of 
Oct. 7, just a month ago, the assistant sexton of 
St. Mark’s Church discovered that the Stewart 
family vault had been tampered with. The 
stone slab had been removed from its posi- 
tion and the earth disturbed for several feet. 
As the slab was not over the open- 
ing of the vault, the thieves did not get at the 
body. The sexton reported the matter to Judge 
Hiltoa, who ordered the slab piaced a few feet 
from its true position, in order to deceive any 
one attempting to steal the body. A watchman 
was also engaged, and he patrolled the grave- 
yard every night until very recently. 

The discovery of the outrage was made at 8 
o’clock this morning. ‘the robbers had re- 
moved one stone from the opening to the vault. 
broken open the three coffins in which the body 
was inciosed, and carried away the contents, it 
is supposed, in a sack. 

The robbery has caused a great excitement in 
the neighborhood of the graveyard. 

The robbers, who were probably five or six in 
nimber, baving entered the church-vyard pro- 
ceeded to remove the earth from the opening to 
the vault. This was soon accomplisned by the 
aid of an ordinary fire hand-shovel, which, with 
— lantern, they left behind them. They 
then a 

PRIED UP ons OF THE STONES, 

thus making an opening just large enough to 
admit the entrance of two men sim ultancously. 
There were several coffins in the vault, but the 
robbers do not appear to have hesitated i 
choosing the right one. The outer casing o 
cedar was easily broken open, and the second, 
or leaden coffin, was ripped open apparently 
with a large knife. There then remained an 
oaken coffin, which was also broken open. The 
body was then taken out and placed in some 
sort of a sack, lifted up toward the opening 
where there were probably other bands to re- 
ceive it, and carried to the iron-railings around 
the church-yard.

They therefore brought 
suit in the United States Court here against 
their Cadiz debtors, and thereby obtained au- 
thority to attach the goods. Accordingly, a 
mock Age yeuterteg, Deputy United States Mar- 
shal Odell went to Cadiz and took possession of 
the store of Tipton & Co. Mr. Odeil made his 
authority known during the afternoon, and, 
next morning, Sheriff Howard, with a posse, 
stepped in and showed the United States 
officer what he could do.

A description 
of this curious structure reads: An artificial 
mound, covered with pieces of rock and slag, 
garnished with statues of ‘saints, ls, 
prophets, and patriarchs, and surmounted by a

PHILOSOPHY or ‘THE ‘LATE VICTORY. 
Since the Democratic victories of 1874 the 
disintegration and final destruction of the 
Republican party has been freely predicted. 
Northern Democrats have sung its requiem 
in stump-speeches, and Southern Democrats 
have foreshadowed the policy of the Demo- 
cratic party, which, it was assumed, would 
replace it in power. Through its control of 
the Lower House and its assured succession 
to power in the Upper House of Congress, 
the Democratic party managers became de- 
lirious. But delirium, whether of patient or 
political party, is dangerous. ‘The patient, 
consumei by fever, - may cut his own throat 
or blow out his brains, or, precipitating him- 
self from the window, dash them out on the 
pavement below. The patient in delirium, 
bereft of the last vestige of reasoning power, 
is the synonym of the political party devoid 
of principle. The Democratic party, sup- 
ported by a Solid South, firmly mtrenched in 
the popular branch of Congress, and able to 
count with equal certainty upon absolute 
control of the Senate in the near future, 
began to develop its policy. Let us look at 
some of the features of that policy. 

1. The Northern Democracy has yield- 
ed the absolut control of its destinies 
to the Southern wing of the party. Of the 
forty committees in the National House of 
Representatives, the Chairmen of twenty-three 
of them are ex-Confederates. Those who are 
familiar with the methods of business in 
Congress will know that control of commit- 
tees is equivalent to control of its legislation. 
2. The Democratic party in Con has 
sanctioned the introduction to its body of 
bills for Rebel war-claims aggregating 350 
millions of dollars. This is merely the ad- 
vance guard of one or two thousand millions 
of dollars. 

3. The Democratic party in Congress has 
forced the repeal of the statute permitting 
the use of the army as a posse comitatus for 
the suppression of riots and emeutes, whether 
at the polls or in aid of mob strikes. ‘This 
repeal-bill was passed (1) to enable Southern 
Democrats to crush out negro suffrage, and 
(2) as a bid for the votes of the Communistic 
element North and South. 

4. The Democratic party, at the last ses- 
sion of Congress, attempted to repeal the Re- 
sumption act on the very verge of its prob- 
able triumphant success. The purpose of 
this attempted legislation was to create an 
inflation of the currency and to cause a fle- 
titious prosperity, under the stimulus of 
which Rebel war-claims might the more 
readily be pushed through Congress. 

5. The Democratic party sought to reduce 
the army, already inadequate to the duties it 
is called to perform: (1) to be revenged upon 
its officers who rendered distinguished service 
in putting down the late Rebellion; (2) to 
embarrass the Administration in the prose- 
cution of Indian wars, and so breed discon- 
tent; and (3) to make room, by the dis- 
charge of Union officers, for the appointment 
of ex-Confederates upon its reorganization, 
when Democratic control of the Government 
shall have been achieved. 

6. The Democratic party raised the Potter 
Committee for a disreputable purpose, in the 
face of a universal desire for repose and 
earnest opposition to further political agita- 
tion. Its purpose utterly failed, notwith- 
standing large sums of public money were 
expended in the conduct of the investigation. 
But, on the other hand, private enterprise, 
without the aid of a single dollar from the 
Public Treasury, has fastened upon the 
Democratic National Committee and Mr. 
Tux, its late candidate for the 
the guilt of an attempt to bribe the Return. 


event of the advent to power of the Demo- 
cratic party. It is not strange that they 
produced a deep-seated disgust in the minds 
of the people. It is not strange that con- 
servative Democrats shrank from further 
association with a party whose traditions 


from the earliest time sanctified it as the 


moorings and falling into thé hands of men 
who desired to inflate the currency to render 
the payment of Rebel claims the more easy! 
It is not strange that Democratic property- 
holders held aloof from a party whose 
representatives in Corgress voted to reduce 
the army and shut it up in barracks in order 
that Communists might, without let or 
hindrance, burn and sack their dwellings, 
their stores, and their warehouses. It is not 
strange that patriots hesitated in their party 
allegiance when it became evident that the 
Democratic party proposed to yield the 
supreme control of affairs to that coterie of 
Southern statesmen who so lately, to the 
last man, were engaged in a desperate strug- 
gle to trample the American flag in the dust 
and blot the Republic from the map of na- 
tions. 

The secret of the late political revolution 
may be stated in a single word—disgust ; 
disgust at Democratic wickedness, weakness, 
and folly. The Democratic party was of 
yore a hard-money party. As a party in 
Congress in 1861-2, it shouted itself hoarse 
and voted almost to a man against the issue 
of greenbacks to be used as a War cur- 
rency. But when the late campaign opened 
there was an Aonest Greenback (not fiat- 
Greenback) party in the field,—a party in 
favor of greenbacks as against National- 
Bank notes. The Democratic party man- 
agers made overtures to the new party, pro- 
fessing to be better Greenbackers than the 
original Greenbackers themselves. But the 
real Greenbackers, poor innocents, could not 
endure such contact. They were waiting 
for the flat-money party,—the party of 
lunatics, rogues, and fools. Into their trap 
they fell easily, were greedily swallowed, 
but quickly ridiculed to death, only the 
remains of the coalition appearing at the 
polls last Tuesday. But it was strong 
enough in appearance at the outset to at- 
tract the Democratic party, to hoodwink its 
leading men, to color its platforms, and so 
lead it on to present suicide. It adopted 
Born in Massachusetts, and offered every- 
thing to the Greenbackers, the Fiat-Money- 
ites, the Socialists, and Communists in all 
parts of the country. It failed to bring 
them into its ranks, bat succeeded in driv- 
ing away thousands of its old-time adherents, 
—patriots atid honest-money men. To the 
student of political philosophy who, not 
looking back, should regard the two great 
parties of the country as actuated by like 
high motives,—the best attainable Govern- 
ment,—the Democratic party would appear 
to be hopelessly shattered. But its record 
from 1860 to 1878 is so replete with evi- 
dences of entire lack of principle among its 
leaders, and it has, notwithstanding, shown 
such tremendous vitality, that the conclusion 
is not warranted. The Democratic party 
has this immense advantage,—a Solid South. 
To be sure, it is both a strength and a weak- 
ness. For were it to assert the equality 
of Northern individual Democrats with 
Southern individual Democrats by pressing 
to the front policies intended for the benefit 
of the whole country instead of for the 
benefit of the South, itewould soon gain at 
the North. But in gaining at the North it 
would lose at the South, and the temptation 
of a “Solid South” is too great for the 
power of resistance of the average Northern 
Democrat. This vassalage of the Northern 
to the Southern wing of the Demo »ratic 
party is the bane of the politics of the 
country. It keeps the South in a fever of 
hope and the North in a fever of fear. It 
keeps constantly in mind, both at the South 
and.at the North, the events of the great 
contest so pregnant of humiliation to the 
one and of honest pride to the other party. 
These passions ought to be buried out of 
remembrance, but they will not down so 
long as the Democratic party of the nation 
winks at the crime of the South, made po- 
litically solid by a violation of the rights of 
suffrage. The people of the North have laid 
this crime at the doorof the Democratic 
party, and now they have another ugly 
recollection placed to its charge,—the at- 
tempt to rob the country of the resumption 
of specie payments, practically accom- 
plished, and the purpose to overwhelm the 
national credit in a flood of shinplaster fiat 
money.

served than that of Josn ALLEN, late candi- 
date for Congress from the Eighteenth 
(Cairo) District of Illinois. His defeat is a 
righteous retribution, and for its immediate 
causes it is not necessary to look further 
than to the presence of a large number of 
Union soldiers in the district, who have been 
patiently waiting the opportunity to elect 
one of their own number, the gallant Capt. 
Jonx R. Tuomas, in his place. 

Jos ALLEN’s record was an unsavory one. 
He was the most incorrigible and impla- 
cable Copperhead that ever filled a seat in 
Congress from a district in a Northern State, 
and to-day he is as bitter a hater of the 
North as he. was when he was first elected to 
Congrees during the War of the Rebellion. 
It will be remembered that, when the War 
broke out, Joun A. Logan, then the Repre- 
sentative of the Eighteenth District, resigned 
his place and took a commission in 
the army, and ALLEN was elected to 
fill the vacancy, and was subse- 
quently elected to the Thirty-eighth Con- 
gress. In the canvass he took the ground 
that the War was inhuman, 
and fratricidal. He held to the same e opinion 
in Congress. He acted, voted, and worked 
with VaLLanpicuam. He voted against bills 
for supplying our soldiers with the common 
necessaries of life, and when, after some of 
the earlier battles, Congress was appealed to 
for help for wounded soldiers 
pitals, he voted No. In December, 1862, 
he made a speech in which he declared that 
Southern Illinois must either be the home of 
white men or black men, — they cannot 
dwell together.” In February, 1863, he 
made another speech against the Conscrip- 
tion act, in which, as in all his other 
speeches, he assuiled every man who was 
loyal to the Government. In the same 
speech he denounced Secretary Cuase for 
his effort to float the greenhack as a War 
loan, and declared the act as a design “to 
invest him [CHasx] with unlimited authority 
to redeem irredeemable, inconvertible Gov- 
ernment issues.” As to his War record, Josn 
ALLEN has experienced no change. He 
hates a Union soldier to-day as bitterly as he 
hated him when he was fighting for his 
country. As to his financial record, with 
his declaration of 1863 fresh in memory, he 
has been professing himself during the re- 
cent canvass as the champion of fiat shin- 
plasters. 

In connection with his canvass, it is note- 
worthy that Mr. Heypatces made but one 
speech in Illinois, and that was at Carbon- 
dale, in Josn AkLxx's district. He had been 
urged and entreated to speak in other dis- 


in hos- 


triets of. ‘this State, but Gite — was 
but one district in which he would speak, 
and that was district of his old friend, 
Joan Alm, with whose record he was 
familiar. He went there, and he straddled 
the financial issues just as in War times he 
straddled the issues between the North and 
the South, and made disloyal speeches when- 
ever he was sure no loyal people were listen- 
ing to him. His effort for Josn ALLEN, 
knowing Josn Alus record, showed that 
he was in full sympathy with it. 

‘His solitary speech, however, had no ef- 
fect. The Union soldiers and patriotic citi- 
zens of Southern Illinois have vindicated 
their good name by burying this rank old 
Copperhead out of sight, and electing a true 
man and gallant soldier, Jaan R. Tomas, to 
represent them. They are entitled to the 
greatest credit for the glorious fight they 
have made to redeem their district. Among 
all the Republican victories that were 80 
bravely won on Tuesday last for honest men 
and honest money, none shines more con- 
spicuously than the charge of the Union 
soldiers all along the line upon Copperhead- 
ism and financial dishonesty in the Eight- 
eenth District of IIlinois. 
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THE “SOLID SOUTH.” 

The result of the elections on Tuesday 
cannot fail to produce a strong and in- 
structive impression on the white people of 
the Southern States. Practically, the Re- 
publican party has been suppressed by force 
and by intimidgtion in all the Sout ern 
States. Even where the Republican party 
in those States is in a minority it is not tol- 
erated ; nothing short of entire abandonment 
of organization or forcible suppression will 
satisfy the South,—the Solid South” act- 
ing on the principle that the Southern 
States, acting with entire unanimity, are able 
to tender the 134 Electoral votes of sixteen 
States, and 32 votes in the Senate and 102 
votes in the House,—all acting with one 
purpose and directed to one end,—may suc- 
cessfully seek the control of the 
country, with slight additional aid ob- 
tained from Northern Democrats. For this 
aid they confidently looked to Tammany 
in New York, Burt in Massachusetts, and 
some Democratic aspirants in Ohio and In- 
diana. Tammany, which controlled unlim- 
ited wealth; which has regulated elections 
and recorded in advance the results; whose 
power extended to and governed in Connect- 
icut and New Jersey, was the chosen ally 
of the ‘‘Sohd South” in grasping the con- 
trol of the National Government, with its 
revenues and its expenditures. The policy 
of demanding—indeed, of taking—from the 
National Treasury so much as may be neces- 
sary to restore to the South the losses it 
sustained in the Rebellion, needs, first, the 
control of both Houses of Congress, and 
then of the Executive, and in the meantime 
the disbandment of the army, and its reor- 
ganization with eligibility to appointment as 
officers to all persons, North and South, 
without reference to the past. 

To secure, encourage, and promote the 
combination between the Solia South and the 
Northern Democracy, the South has encour- 
aged the wild ambitions of the infamous 
Butuer, has kindly smiled on Communism, 
has openly Jadvocated Fiatism and repudia- 
tion, and has opposed resumption and the 
restoration of the National credit. 

The election of Tuesday la t is a solemn 
warning to all whom it may concern that it 
requires but a comparatively slight provoca- 
tion to create a Solid North; and the South 
may take to itself the certain assurance that, 
when the Republican party of the South is 
so far suppressed by the shot-gun, the revol- 
ver, the knife, and the torch that no can- 
didates of that party can’ be voted. for 
oven in districts where the party is in 
the majority, it will require but a brief 
notice to array the North, from Maine to the 
Ohio River, solidly, determinedly, and per- 
sistently in defense of the outraged, mal- 
treated, and disfranchised freemen of the 
South. The North knows how to deal with 
its own betrayers. Massachusetts, aroused 
and indignant at the insult attempted to be 
thrust upon her by the Democrats and their 
Southern allies, has defeated Burka. The 
people of New York, New Jersey, and Con- 
necticut have in their indignation deposed 
Tammany Hall, have taken from it its powers 
and its patronage, have destroyed its organ- 
ization, and emancipated themselves 
from its supremacy. These three States, 
alarmed at the alliance between the 
Solid South, Butlerism, Communism, 
Fiatism, repudiation, ‘Pa.amany Hall, 
and a practical revolution of the Govern- 
ment by their votes, placed their condemna- 
tion upon such a nefarious combination. 
Pennsylvania and Illinois, Wisconsin and 
Michigan, have responded almost unani- 
mously. Cannot the advocates of the Solid 
South discover in this spontaneous uprising 
of the people the almost literal sponging out 
of every trace of affiliation with the Solid 
South,” the consequence of attempting to 
impose upon the honesty of the Ainerican 
people, and the consequence of venturing to 
array one section solidly, and by force, to 
grasp control of the nation? Of what avail 
to the Solid South are such demagogues as 
Taurman, Ewina, Boruer, Kearney, Jonny 
Keitty, and Voornegs, when the people 
of the North are confronted by such an 
alliance as Communism, Fiatism, Butlerism, 
and Tammany Hall? Against the whirlwind 
of Northern unity these are but straws, in- 


capable of resistance, their very weakness | 


illustrating the power which sweeps them 
away. 

The Solid South has gained control of 
the two branches of Congress. After the 4th 
of March next there will be forty-two 
Democrats in the Senate, and thirty of these 
will be men representing the Solid South. 
There will be from 158 to 160 Democrats in 
the House, of whom two-thirds wil! be men 
representing the Solid South. The Northern 
Democratic members will be as clap in the 
hands of the Southern molders. The caucus 
will quickly stifle any independence they may 
assert. But this ascendency in the 
two branches of Congress, thus exercised 
by less than one-third of the people of 
the country, will at once arrest the atten- 
tion of the country.

With New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, and Illinois fixed and deter- 
mined in their hostility to every form of dis- 
honesty and combination for plunder, the 
Solid South may call in vain on Indiana and 
Oregon. These will avail it nothing. These 
four great States, backed by the whole North 
(save the two States named), will show how 
powerless, how frail, how hopeless must 
be any appeal founded on the ignorance, 
dishonesty, and want of patriotism of

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The Democrats of the North who are not 
repudiators, are not asking for fiat dollars, 
who are not seeking social revolution and 
anarchy, have now to determine their future 
course, Shall their party, discarding any 
further glliance with Fiatism and dishonesty, 
make the issue of honest money a fundamental 
point of their policy? Shall they demand 
that the shot-gun and the rifle be banished 
as arguments in American politics? Shall 
sectionalism in politics be proclaimed haz- 
ardous to national peace and safety, and 
that it shall be broken upy even at the cost 
of disrupting the Solid South? Shall they 
thus reorganize and rehabilitate their party, 
or shall they unite to defeat and oppose that 
party so long as it maintains ite present dis- 
graceful alliances with all the perilous and 
disgraceful isms which threaten the integ- 
rity of the nation, social order, and personal 
honesty ? 

UNDER WHICH KING, BOSTONIANS'? 

The Hon. Jann Brack is credited with a 
scathing criticism of Boston, in the course of 
which he charged it to be a community more 
susceptible to the influences of demagogues 
than any other gregt city in the country. This 
certainly appears to be asingularcharacteriza- 
tion of a city which boasts of its culchah, 
and rather imposes its sense of superiority 
upon the rest of the world. One would 
naturally be inclined to attribute JERE 
BLAcx 's ill-natured remark to his fierce 
partisanship and the hatred of Boston which 
seems to be an inheritance of Southern and 
Western Democrats that dates from ante- 
Slavery days. Yet the result of the late elec- 
tion in Boston furnishes some warrant for 
the aspersion put upon it. Boston indorsed 
Butlerism-Kearneyism, we regret to say, 
by about 5,000 majority. The peo- 
ple of Massachusetts were intelligent and 
conservative enough to repudiate the com- 
bined Communism and Fiatism which Bur- 
LER'’s candidature represented, but it was in 
spite of Boston, and not with Boston's aid. 
This is a curious revelation. Boston, with 
its traditions and pretensions, should be 
superior in moral tone and political honor to 
other large cities of the Union. Bunker Hill 
ought to inspire the highest character of 
American patriotism, even if the famous 
battle was not fought there. Faneuil Hall 
should still have an atmosphere of purity, 
though the original brick and mortar have 
given way to modern improvement. The 
sacred precincts of Old South Church,” 
which the loyalty of Boston was so vigor- 
ously importyned to preserve, ought to 
spread its influences over a larger um- 
ber of people than evén Boston con- 
tains. The literary coteries, the Har- 
vard influences, the financial conservatism, 
the straight-laced traditions, all the high- 
toned characteristics of Boston as the centre 
of American refinement, ought certainly to 


protect it from the Communistic and Fiat 


rabble. Yet Boston, politically, shows more 
degradation than New York or Chicago,—two 
cities which Bostonians affect to regard as 
abandoned to the ways of the flesh and the 
Devil. The people of New York had the 
poise, confidence, and encrgy to rally against 
Tammany, and they succeeded in breaking it 
down. Chicago, the centre and emporium 
of the Northwest, where the fiat heresy was 
supposed to have made its greatest progress, 
gave 12,000 majority for sound money, and 
repudiated at one and the same tine the 
Communists, the Fiatists, and the Bum- 
mers. Isn’t it a little humiliating 
to Boston that the very same elec- 
tion and much the same issue resulted in a 
triumph for the vicious and irresponsible ele- 
ment in politics? Will the Atlantic Monthly 
kindly explain? Let us hear from the aristo- 
crats of Beacon street and financiers of State 
street about this matter. We suspect that 
there may be a little too much pretense, and 
that more plain work and less kid gloves 
would improve the politics of Boston; but 
we may be wrong about it. At all events, 
Boston's reputation for ‘*‘ culchah,” refine- 
ment, and high-toned morality has gained 
nothing by its indorsement of Butlerism 
just after listening to Krarney’s threats and 
incendiary *harangues. Can it be possible 
that the high-toned, people were too 
scared to venture to the polls?

DISREPULABLE JOURNALISM. 
Of all the means taken for distilling the 


fiat poison during the last six months, the 
most disreputable has been employed by 
two or three newspapers which claim to be 
1 of the Republican par- 
ty. Chicago has a particularly offensive 
specimen of this treacherous journalism. 
The pretense to radical Republicanism in 
politics gave it a certain hearing among Re- 
publicans, and it improved this opportunity 
to wean its readers from the principles of 
the Republican party. It re-echoed the 
sentiments and assertions of Brick” Pom 
noy’s ‘“‘hot-drop” tracts and Sam Canry’s 
swash-speeches, and, by constant iteration, 
infected many men who would never have 
seen one of the Pomeroy incendiary tracts 
or read one of the Cary knavish harangues. 
The Démocratic and National leaders 
stood ready to rake these people into the fiat 
ranks just as fast as they had been mowed 
down from honest-money principles with 
the machine working in their inter- 
est. Once infected with the shinplaster 
delusion which had thus been encouraged 
by a professedly ultra-Republican organ, the 
poisoned voters found that they could not 
further the fiat cause by voting with the Re- 
publican party, and they therefore voted 
against it.

This course has 


deceived those who regarded the treacherous 
journals as loyal party newspapers.

induced the ignorant and speculative to re- 


gard the fiat scheme as paramount to all oth- 
er considerations. The natural result has 
been to drive men by the thousand out of 
the Republican party, because it has been 
apparent that the Republican party is the 
only organization that is holding fiatism in 
check and stands for hard money. These 
newspapers have used their nominal connec- 
tion with the Republican party toretain their 


readers (for, as a rule, they have small claim 


outside of this connection), and then abused

where the Democrats were not accorded all 


their legal rights of voting, challenge, and 
fair count. The only advantage the Re- 
publicans gained by having two of the three 
judges of election in the precincts was in 
preventing ballot-box stuffing, repeating, and 
false counting. It may be true, as Storey 
says, that ‘‘ This sort of arrangement which 
prevented Democratic swindling in voting 
and counting could not help but prove a tre- 
mendous advantage to the Republicans.” 
We presume that the defeat of frauds was 
worth several thousand votes to the victorious 
party, and accounts in part for the smallness 
of the Democratic vote aad the immensity of 
the Republican majority.

FINANCIAL. 


The market for Government bonds has since the 
elections improved in Chicago, as the tclegraph re- 
ports has been the cube in New York and London. 
Transactions have been unusually heavy here this 
week, mainly in the 4 percents. Prices show & 
further advance to-day; the 6s of 1881 have gone 
up %. to 108%; the 5-208 of 67 *. to 106%; the 
10-405 K. to 107; and the new 5s of 1881, % to

Gold remains ‘heavy at 100% in New York, and 
is 8 and sold in Chicago at 100%@1004. 

The change in the market has taken away the 
profit in loaning gold, as there is at present no de- 
mand for it, and the carrying rates are 14@3 per 
cent. One effect of this bas becn to put 8 stop to 
the sales of bankers’ foreign bills for goldto be 
Joaned out at a high rate. 

The foreign exchange market was changeable, 
and rates were weaker. Sixty-day crain bills in 
Chicago, in mcy, were 478% for sterling. 
Bankers’ ster pills were 480% for sixty days, 
and 485% for sight. The difference between 
sight and time bills has deen narrowed 
down on actual transactions to 4. 
confirming the other advices of an 
improvement in the financial situation abroad. 
Bankers bills on Paris were 522% for sixty days 
and 518% for sight, and on Germany 94@95. The 
offerings of bills are fair. Most of them are 
against grain and provisions, but there is a grow- 
ing variety as the exports of Chicago to Europe 
are developed. as in the case of the export of 
alcoho! from Chicago to France. 

Console opened at 96 13-16, but fell off % to 
95 11-16, at which figure they closed. The usual 
Thursday report of the Bank of England showed a 
uin of only $530,000 during the week. The pre- 
ceding week there was a gain of $6,000,000. The 
proportion of the bank’s reserve to its 
liabilities has, however, in¢treased during the 
week from 33% to 34% per cent. We 
learn from the London Times that between the 
last day of September and Oct. 24 the sum of $16, - 
345,000 was gained by the bank. Adding to this 
the $6,500,000 taken in on balance in the last 
fortmmight gives the respectable addition to its 
builion of nearly $23,000,000. The weakening in 
the rates of foreign exchange shows that the cot- 
ton exports from this country have begun, and that 
the bank will probably soon be sending some of 
thie gold to New York. In fact, it has accumu- 
lated in the bank largely to meet that very drain. 
A favorabie sign of the London situation is the 
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fact that the bank has ceased to draw specie from 


Paris, the Bank of France ceporting yesterday a 
gain of over $2, 000, 000 for the week. 

Bank stocks in London have been unfavorably 
affected by the Glasgow Bank failure. The decline 
has been since Oct. 1: Alliance, 1%; City, 3; 
London & County, 5%: London Provincial, A; 
London & Westminster, 8½; London Joint-Stock, 
5%; National Provincial of England, 13; Union of 
London, 5%. 

The qnotation for silver has improved . and 
yesteraay in London was 50% pence ver ounce, 
against 50% last week and 4944 last month. The 
supply of silver is smaller in the San Francisco 
market than it has previously been for two years. 
The Bank of Nevada, which hae till recently 
been the largest holder, is reported, though 
how reliably we do not know, not to have a bar on 
hand. The bonanza mines are not yielding more 
than one quarter as much as a year ago, and the 
Sierra Nevada, if it hasa rich ore body, cannot 
put its product on the market fora year. An en- 
ceuraging feature of the San Francisco market is 
the renewal of orders for export to China and 
East India. $250,000 having been secured for the 
steamer that left on Oct. 16. If the German sur- 
plus was off the market the prospects for a rapid 
recovery in the price of silver would be good.

The inferior wheat referred to in our issue of 
yesterday chiefly comes from along the line of the 
Dubuoue & Sioux City Railroad, on the east side of 
the Missouri River. 

Some receivers say that the volume of our wheat 
arrivals this month will depend more upon the 
weather than upon anything else. With good 
roads the farmers will undoubtedly bringa fair 
quantity to market; but prices are not high enough 
to induce the farmers to wade through mud to find 
buyers for that property.

The leading produce markets were rather quiet 
yesterday. with not much variation in prices. 
Grain averaged easier, wheat, corn, and barley all 
selling at a lower range, while oats were firther, 
and hogs and provisions sold at better prices. 
Freights were firmer, which interfered with activ- 
ity in grain shipments, though the advices from 
other points favored confidence in cereals, New 
York was stronger on wheat and corn, Liverpool 
firm on wheat, and the winter wheat markets of 
St. Louis, Toledo, and Detroit werg all quoted 
stronger. But we are now nearly off the edge of 
winter, and it is difficult to look ahead into the 
dreary months that must be passed through before 
‘*balmy spring revives the earth again.” The 
rates on rail transportation will largely determine 
prices in this market, and no one assumes to know 
yet how they will range for the winter. 

There was only a moderate degree of activity in 
dry-goods circles, yet for this period of the season 
the volume of business reaches very satisfactory 
proportions. Prices display the same steadiness 
that characterized them during the earlier weeks 
of the season. Groceries met with a fair general 
demand, and most lines ruled steady. Coffees are 
moving freely at very dull prices, but the market 
does not display much positive strength. Sugars 
are steady. Teas remainfirm. There was nothing 
new to mentionin connection with the butter and 
cheese markets. Dried fruits were in good re- 
quest, with prunes weak and lower, and other lines 
about steady. Fish remained quiet and unchanged. 
No changes were apparent in the position of the 
leather, tobacco, bagging, coal, and wood markets. 
Oils, paints, and colors were nominally steady. 

The cargo lumber market was moderately active 
at unchanged prices. The yard business was fair. 
Lumber is steadier on account of smaller receipts. 
Wool was in moderate request and steady. Broom- 
corn continues to arrive in lioeral quantities, and, 
though the shipments are free, the stock is in- 
creasing, and the market depressed in conse- 
quence. Hay was quiet. Timothy and flax-seed 
were quoted steady and clover firmer. Potatoes 
were active and firmer. Hides were selling readily 
at recent figures. The demand for green fruits was 
fair, apples taking the lead. and prices were sub- 
stantially the same as for several days past. The 
offerings of game and poultry were again large, and 
sales were slow at irregular prices.

Utter Untrustworthiness of the Oolored 
Woman’s Story About Lamb, 


Detective Bauder returned frum St. Paui yes- 
terday morning, having in custody George 
Freeman, alias Sheeney,’’ who has been iu- 
dicted jointly with John Lamb for the murder 
of Policeman Race. He was locked up at the 
Central Police Station, and in the afternoon 
Mrs. Friedberg, wite of the pawnbroker, and 
Mrs. Harvey called to see if they could identify 
him, or- rather were sent for by Superintendent 
Seavey. Freeman was brought out of the cell, 
and when the women looked at him they smiled. 
He, however, kept his face straight. It was 
very evident to the outsiders in the room that 
both Mrs. Friedberg and Mrs. Harvey had seen 
„ Sheepey before, but they declined to say 
anything about him, telling Seavey they were 
under oath to keep their moutbs closed. 
They would see Trude, and let him know tuis 
morning. It may be that Freeman is the 
fellow who jumped from the wagon, and made 
his escape, or he may have brought stolen 
goods to Friedbere’s on some other occasion. 
Trude will, of course, try to save the pawn- 
broker from the Penitentiary, and to that end 
will not furnish the prosecution with any 
testimony, so it is not likely that Mrs. Fried- 
berg or Mrs. Harvey will be absolved by him, 
and allowed to teil Seavey anything, if they 
know,—a fact which will tend to fasten the 
crime of murder, or Oelug an accessory, on 
Freeman.

The conduct of Sheeney George” since bis 
arrest, and also the conduct of Lane, Linnett, 
and John Lamb since their incarceration, has 
done much tostrengthen the opinion of old 
members of the Police Department, private 


detectiv and a number of outsiders 
who make a specialty of keeping post- 
ed on criminal matters, that none of 


the ersons now under arrest actually tired the 
shot that killed Officer Race. e policemen 
who have talked most about the affair. and who 
have furnished the newspapers with theories.“ 
are the very ones who have proven themselves 
most 8 in working out the details of 
the case. If they know as much as they claim, 
why is not some reliable testimony forth- 
coming! The truth of the matter is that 
all the theories have only befogged the af- 
fair, so that it is daily becoming more impossi- 
ble to get at the true solution of the Race mur- 
der. The night of the occurrence, the news- 
paper reporters and the volice gleaned from the 
few witnesses to be found at that time a descrip- 
tion of the man who fired the shot, namely: 
that he was tall. dark-complexioned, dark beard 
on cheeks and chin if not a stubble growth all 
over the face. The fact that be had a short 
clay “ cutty pipe in bis mouth was also noted. 
Neither Lamb nor the Sheeney corresponds to 
this description, although there is a likelihood 
that the latter was in the wagon with the mur- 
derer. The day after the murder Tus Tuiscune 
published the names of the gang who were 
supposed to be the perpetrators of the burglary 
and murder. These were Philo Durphey, the 
** Sheeney,’’ James Orr, alias Griffin, also one of 
the Stein cloth robbers. John Melville, another 
one of them, Charles Denis, James Driscoll, the 
Gillen brothers, and John Lamb. Two of the 
above have been captured, and yet the test- 
mony is said to be by those who know best 
‘insufficient to convict a mau ot stealing a 
peanut.” 

In au interview with a prominent detective 
who hae for years been engaged in the business, 
a reporter was informed that out of the num- 
ber of criminals mentioned above only one tal- 
hed with the descriotion, and that was Philo 
Durphey, who corresponded exactly, and that 
in his opinion no one member of the gang was 
more apt to commit such a desperate deed 


than this same man, who has deen 
a desperate and dangerous character ever 
since he was in bis teens. That he 


was as much implicated in the robbery as Lamb 
or any of the others is clearly shown by all the 
testimony now at hand. He was only slightly, 
if at all. known to the police, having just come 
out of the Penitentiary along about the middle 
of August last. Durphey was born and brougut 
up in this city, is about 83 years of age. and 
has prominent relatives and family friends all 
throughout the Northwest. His father was 
a well-known reputable citizen years ago, and 
was the first to apply the kind of dredges now 
in use to the channei of the river. Along m 68 
or 69 young Durphev was deeply implicated in 
some heavy silverware burglaries, and was ar- 
rested after a cart-load of the plunder was dis- 
covered under a church io the Nortb Division. 
He was sent to Joliet for-a long term, and was not 
heard of again in connection with any matter of 
importance until arrested in September, 1874, 
for tapving the till of a grocery and saloon on 
South Waterstreet. He was pursued by Pow- 
ers, of Pinkerton’s force, and Detective Mur- 
nane,jwas dangerous! yjwounded by one of them, 
and lay for a jong time at the County Hospital. 
For this robbery he was sentgnced to four years 
in the Penitentiary, and was#e!eased, after serv- 
ing nearly full time, last Augpst. 

The police have said büf Title concerning 
Durphev’s connection with the affair, but this 
may be due to the fact that only a half-dozen 
members of the department know anything 
about bim, and there is no photograph or ac- 
curate description of him to be obtained.

A New Polar Island. 
London Times. 

The discovery of a new island in the Polar 
seas is announced by the following telegram 
trom Tronso: E. Johannessen, who bas just 
returned there, reports that be penetrated a 
cousiderable distance to the east, beyond No- 
vaja Zemija. On Sept. 3, in longitude 66 deg. 
east and latitude 77 deg. 25 min. north, be dis- 
covered au island which he has named Ensom- 
heden’ (loneliness). It is about ten miles long. 
and level. the highest point not exceeding 100 
feet. it was free from suow. with poor vegeta- 
tion, but an immense quantity of birds. The 
sea was free from ice toward the west. north, 
and south, but drift ice was seen toward the 
southeast. There was evidence that the Gulf 
Stream touched the west coast of the island; 
the stream runs in a strong current round the 
north coast toward the southeast. Everything 
about the ice was favorable for navigation so 
long as the vessel did not go too near the 
mainland’ of Siberia.” The newly~liscovered 
island lies, therefore, somewhat to the south- 
east of the 7 visited by the Austrian ex- 
pedition of 1873-74.

This piank, when 
firmly bedded on the stone base, is not subjected 
to any * except so much as is imparted by 
the wood itself, and that is just sufficient to pre- 
vent the abrasion which is inseparable from a rigid 
surface. In addition, a coating of genuine asphalt- 
um is placed on the surface of the wood, which 
proteets it from wear, holds a coating of gravel, 
shields the blocks from moisture, and thus prevents 
decay. It is claimed, in brief, that the pavement 


costs no more than any other kind, and that its

The matter was 
duly examined into, and that examination ied to 
the arrest of the three persons mentioned 
and their appearance yesterday afternoon, 
when the foregoing facts were made known. 
Several witnesses, including Miss Sweet and 
a number of her clerks, were examived 
as to the manner of conducting the pension- paying 
buemess, and particular stress was laid on the 
fact that these vouchers were sworn too by Mrs.

THE T. M. C. A. 
THE NEW LIBRARY AND PARLORS 
of the Young Men's Caristian Association were, 
appropriately enough, opened yesterday evening 
witha reunion and sociable. Twenty-one years 
old is the Association now, and the present year 
has witnessed its greatest prosperity. In the au- 
tumn of 1857 a number of the earnest Christian 
men of Chicago met in Metropolitan Block, corner 
of Randolph and Lasalle streets, and organized the 
noun prayer- meeting. out of which grew the pres- 
ent Association. Among the most prominent worx- 
ers in this initial movement were the Rev. R. W. 
Patterson, the Rev. Dr. E. F. Dickenson. city 
missionary then and now; the Rev. Dr. W. G. 
Howard, of the Baptist Church; the Rev. Mr. 
Curtis, of the First Presbyterian Church; ths 
Rev. Noah Hunt Schenck, then of Trinity Epis- 
copal Church, now of Brooklyn; the Rev. 


James Baum, of the Methodist Church, afterwards 
sent to India; the Rev. Dr. N. L. Rice, Presby - 
terian; John V. Farwell, E. 8. Wells, Tuthill 
King. T. B. Carter, H. G. Penfield, L. D. Boone, 
Samuel Hd, Cyrus Bentley, B. W. Raymond, 
W. H. Brown, C. N. Holden, W. C. Grant. B. F. 
Jacobs, P. L. Underwood, Sylvester Lind, and 
Alexander Fyfe. The first election of officers re- 
sulted in the election of Cyrus Bentley as Presi- 
gent, and the Association entered upon its career 
with 151 members. 

THE FIRST MEETINGS 
were held in Metropolitan Block. then in Portland 
Block. Finally @ hall wae hired on Randolpu 
street, at an annual rental of $500. The Associa- 
tion occupied it from the lst of Aprii, 1858, to the 
let of April, 1859. As soon as the lease expired. 
the Association vacated the hall and moved into 
the Methodist Church Block, where it remained 
for eight years. In 1867, thanks to the in- 
defatigable efforts of Mr. Farwell and several other 
hard workers, the Association again changed its 
quarters. Thistime it moved into its own build- 
ing at 148 Madison street, which was named Far- 
well Hall, in honor of Mr. John V. Farwell, 
through whose efforts it was built. This was soon 
burned down and rebuilt, and from 1867 to 1871 
the life of the institution .was a successful and a 
prosperous one. in 1871 the great fire swept away 
Farwell Hall. making its second destruction by 
fire. The noonday praver-meeting was continued, 
but it was not until 1873 that the Association was 
able to rebuild and recommence its great work. At 
the present time it is out of debi, ,000 having 
been raised last year through the efforts of the 
Board of Managers, assisted by President Harvey 
and Mr. D. L. Moody. 

The foilowing is a list of the Presidents of the 
Association from its inception to the present time: 
Cyrus Bentley. 1858-9; J. V. Farwell. 1860-'1; 
Dr. J. H. Hoilister, 1862; B. F. Jacobs, 1563; 
K. 8. Welle. 1864; W. Fuller, 1865; D. L. 
Moody, 1866-°7-'8-"9; C. M. Henderson, 1870; J. 
V. Farwell, 1871; N. 8. Bouton. 1872-'3-'4; J. 
V. Farwell, 1875-'6; T. W. Harvey, 1877-8. 

Tue future of the Association seems to be as- 
sured. A gymnasium will shortly be opened in 
one of the large upper rooms, free baths are al- 
ready in operation, and a series of free medical 
and scientific lectures will soon be commenced. 

TUB EXERCISES YESTERDAY EVENING 
were heidin the lecture-room on the lower floor, 
and the attendance was large. President T. W. 
Harvey occupied the chair. There was prelimi- 
nary singing by the audience, and at intervals 
during the evening there was some fine solo and 
quartette singing. 

The Secretary, Mr. A. T. Hemingway, presented 
his report for the quarter ending Sept. 30, showing 
that the atteudance at the noon prayer-meeting 
had been 9,386, or a daily average of 117, with 321 
requests for prayer. The attendance at the even 
ing meetings had been 5, 100, with an average of 
6s. The Gospel temperance meetings, in charge 
of Brothers Lattimer and Murray, nad been greatly 
blessed, the attendance being larger than at any 
of the other meetings. The Young Men's strangers’ 
meetings on Monday nights afforded a convenient 
place to introduce new-comers, and their pian was 
to make everybody feelachome. The Lokefellows 
had distributed 47,000 invitations. At the House 
of Correction there had been preaching every Sun- 
day by one of their pastors, and about i, 500 per- 
sons had listened to them. The County Poor- 
House services and Sunday-school had had an at- 
tenaance of about 600. About 200 prisoners at 
the County Jail had been reached during the quar- 
ter. There were no services. the Committee de- 
pending upon visiting the prisoners in their cells. 
The County Hospital Committee had disirivuted in 
two months 1. papers. The Secretary ac- 
knowleoged donations of papers and magazines for 
distribution, baving received during tue quarter 
0. 300 copiex of religious and secular papers. The 
Employment Bureau reported for the quarter that 
1,041 persons had been furnished work.

He visited the old room of the Y. M. C. A. of 
New York, the oldest Association in America, 
many years ago, and described its appearance as 
being very poor and badly-lighted, with two old, 
Tuety stoves to give heat. There was no library or 

ing-room, but the young men of that day found 
pleasure in social re communion. What 
was necded above all other things to make a Chris- 
tian Association move briskly was a friendly. fra- 
ternal feeling and a harmonyof effort. it was 
twenty-five years ago that the first Association was 
started, and now there were 600 of them scattered 
ail over toe country and in Canada.

THE GRAND JURY. 

SOME INDICTMENTS RETURNED. 

The Grand Jury met yesterday morning. beard 
ex-Ald. Coey, formerly Superintendent of the 
stone-yard, tell what he knew about sawing and 
haulipg stone under the Mueller regime, and spent 
the remainder of the forenoon in @ parting consid- 
etation of the several indictments ordered te be 
drawn a couple of weeks ago. That against Endi- 
cott, it was discovered on closer inspection, would 
not stand muster, and, new and stronger evidence 
having been promised, it was voted that it be re- 
considered. The remaining true bills, those 

inst Gregg, Miller, and Golsen, in connection 
with the defalcation m the money-order 
ce of the Chicagy Post-Office, were pronounced 
good, and auly returned into court. No 
effort seems to have been made to secure the ap- 
pearance of the indicted during the day, but the 
District-Attorney evidently has faith that they 
will be good enough to oring themselves around to 
the Government Building this morning and give 
bait. Two of them—Milier and Gregg—are now 
out on bail. Golsen has been around several times 
prepared to furnish bonds, and it seems to be the 
impression that Gen. McArthur will be found in 
the right place when wanted this morning. Not 
one of the indicted is credited with the possession 
of adesire to skip out. 

During the afternoon the Grand Jury again heard 
M. L. Holman and William Maddigan, who went 
over a good deal of the ground covered by former 
interviews with the inquisitors, and explained cer- 
tain points on which the jurors required additional 
light. Atthe conclusion of their testimony, the 
body adjourned until this morning, when the in- 
vestigation will be renewed. 

if there were no factions in the jury a week ago, 
it is seriously thought that a split does exist 
now. As stated in Taz Trinung some days ago 
indictments against three certain individuale h 
been fully resoived upon, and the remaining work 
to be done was, chiefly, to see whether there was a 
case against two others who were formerly con- 
nected with the construction of the building in this 
city. Just who these two are not a 
matter which is ripe enough to state, but the 
parties themselves doubtiess know in what corner 
the wind is, and at least one of them has apparent- 
ly set his sails with a view of weathering tne gale 
and making vort right side up. For several days 
past it has been observed that one of the jurors 
has taken his dinners with a certain lawyer repre- 
senting the person whose case is under considera- 
tion, and it has been further ovserved that the 
questions put by the juror to the Government 
witnesses when this person’s record was being 
looked into have not been of sucha character as 
to indicate that that juror was unprejudiced. On 
the contrary, his interrogatories have been of that 
stamp which would indicate to the average 
mind that they were suggested bu tte 
legai luminary with whom he daily feeds. To be 
more specific, he has sought in au interrogative way 
to impugn the motives of the Government witness- 
es, and, failing in tnat, to draw out some admis- 
sion from them which would go to benefit the case 
of the person under consideration. But the effort 
has been generaliy unsuccessful, and the person 
alluded to is alleged to stand in considerable dan- 
ger of standing under something which it is thought 
ig about to drop. 


OBITUARY. 
MR. ALFRED DUTCH. 

Mr. Alfred Dutch, an old resident of Chicago, 
died at his boarding-place, No. 515 Wabash ave- 
nue, at twenty minutes to 11 o'clock Wednesday 
night, of typhoid-pneamonia, after an illness of 
tive days. He was 78 years old Tuesday last. He 
went down to his business in the Post-Office, where 
he had been employed for the past fourteen years, 
last Friday. He came home at night, complaining 
of not feeiing very well, and went to bed, where 
he remained until hie death. He wos attended 
during his illness 9 Dr. Shipman. About a year 
and a half ago he lost his wife, and her remains 
were sent back to Salem, Mass., whither his body 
will be — to-day. 

Mr. Dutch was one of the oldest journalists in Chi- 
cago. In fact, he was one of the pioneers of journal - 
ism in the West, and, while he remained actively in 
the profession, wielded a powerful influence in the 
shaping of puolic opinion. For many years past, 
however. he was employed, as has been stated, in 
the Post-Office, having retired from the jour- 
nalistic feld. His mind was rich, however, in 
reminiscences of by-gone days which he loved to 
relate to hie circle of familiar friends, many of 
whom bad been associated with him in the practice 
of bis calling, and many of whom were busied in 
the newer journalism of to-day. 

Mr. Datch was born in New England. He went 
through college, and was for many years a leading 
merchant in Boston and Salem, Mass. He came to 
Chicago in 1843, farmed it for awhile. and then 
tried orinting fora livelihoea. Here he obtained 
his fret journalistic ambition, which was destined 
to make him a man of prominence and influence in 
the Chicago of the future. He edited for many years 
the old Commercial Advertiser, whose politica were 
of the stanch Whigsort. His speciality, however, 
was in the departmentof finance, and he continued 
his articles on this subject at occasional intervals 
down to a short time ago. The Advertiser 
was the rival of John Wentsorta's Dem- 
oerat, and, for a long time, fully held its own. 
The political turns of those early days, how- 
ever, had their effects on the project, 
and the paper finally had to struggle for a life, 
passea into the courts, and at last died out in liti- 
gation. Mr. Dutch entered the service of the Gov- 
ernment in the Post-Omce Department under Post- 
master Scrips, and has remained there ever since. 
For six or eight years he had charge of the distri- 
bution Of the East-bound mail in the Western Room 
Department; for four or five years he took care of 
the official stamped envelopes, and the last year or 
so, being old and decrepit, has occupied a nominal 
osition, copying and doing similar light work. 
lig wife, as hus been stated, died about a year and 
ahalfago. Of histwo children, a son and daugh- 
ter, Joseph, who was a Corporal in the army, died 
of yellow fever in Texas in 1874, and his sister has 
been dead these many years. 

The funeral services will be held at No. 535 Wa- 
bash avenue this afternoon at 3:30 o'clock, and the 
remains will, at the conclusion of the services, be 
forwarded to Salem, Mass., where they will repose 
by the side, of those of his wife. 

Mr. Dutch was the contemporary of Johg Kinzie, 
K. II. Haddock, John Wentworth, Butkner 8. 
Morris, George W. Dole, and other prominent old 
Chicagoane. Mr. Wentworth knew him as the 
editor of the Advertiser when he himself was run- 
ning the Democrat.’ The two papers were not. 
according to Mr. Wentworth, rivais in any sense of 
the word, although their politics were of course 
different. The emocrat oposed the Journal, 
which was then a Williaw H. Seward Whig paver, 
and which was also opposed by the Advertiser, 
Mr; Dutch being a Heaory Clay-Daniel Webster- 
Millard Fillmore Whig man. According to Mr. 
Wentworth, he took strong grounds against Seward 
all the time he edited the Advertiser. He was also 
decided in his opinions on the subject of finances, 
being a strong United States Bank man. and prob- 
ably the last advocate of the United States National 
Bank living. His faith in that institution 
was so great, in fact, that he could never forgive 
Gen. Jackson for that veto of his which out an 
end to its career. Mr. Wentworth defines the po- 
sition of the Advertiser as that of a high-toned, 
dignified oid Whig organ, whose editor looked 
upon Webster, Clay. and Fillmore as his political 
patterns. According to Mr. Weatworta, Mr. Dutch 
was opposed to all sorts of radicalism, and was 
almost the last one of the old-line Whigs to fall 
into the Abolition party.

A JURY SECURED. 

There was a better audience in the Criminal 
Court room yesteraay than on the first day of the 
trial of tne officers of the Protection Life-Insur- 
ance Company for conspiracy. The sight of so 
many respectaole-looking persons dragged before 
the bar of justice evidently tickled the fancy of 
the multitude, for the seats for spectators were all 
filled.

That Company was incorporated by a special char- 
ter in 15837, which was amended two years later, 
giving the officers extraordinary privileges, In 1870 
a formal organization was effected, and Dec. 14 
of that year there were deposited with Auditor 
— — r to 1 $100, 000. 

Company claim to possess a paid-u ital 
of $200, 000, but it has since been — ‘that 
checks were given for stock subscriptions, these 
being subsequently withdrawn and repiaced with 
mortgages on swamp lots, and wild lands, and with 
depreciated stocxs.

Nevertheless, in this practical age, we must stop 
to“ prove all things and hold fast that which is 
good.“ I believe that Paris is the first city to 
muke a costiy and thorough experiment of the 
electric light, and this, too, within the last year, 
atded by all the thirty years’ experience of the 
most advanced electricians of ali countries. 
The system used there is a magneto-electric ap- 


paratus of improved construction, with wires 
connected to lanterns containing the double 

rbon candles of Jablochkoff. A steam engine 
3 necessary to give motion to the apparatus, 
ene horse- power being requirea for each electric 
candle, and each candie is said to equal about 
100 ordinary gas-burners. Col. Nicholas Ander- 
son, in a letter from Paris to Gen. Hickenlooper, 
gives a list. of seemingly insurmountable 
objections to the system, saying 
there is much cry and but little wool.” This, W 
however, only applies so far as general illumi- 
pation is concerned. Prof. Moses G. Farmer, 
connécted with the United States Naval Tor- 
pedo Station, Newport, has been one of the old- 
est and ablest experimenters in electric hghts, 
and in a recent letter to me he says:

charcoal. This tube is then hermetically sealed, 
and the machine being set in motion oy means of 
a small steam engine the charcoal becomes grad- 
ually and equally heated, and emits a soft, steady, 
and continuous light, wnich by a most simple con- 
trivance can be strengthened or weakened at theo 
tion of those employing it, its duration being de. 
pendent solely on the electric current, which of 
course will last as long as the machine is kept in 
motion. Taking into consideration the fact that 
one machine worked by a small three-horse power 
eugine is capable of lighting many hundreds of lau- 
terns, it is evident that an enormous advantage and 
profit could be gained by the illumination of streets, 
private houses, pub buildings, and mines with tue 
new electric light. In the latter it must prove in- 
valuable, as no explosion need ever be feared from 
it, and these lanterns will burn equaily as well 
under water as in a room. Without mentioning 
the many advantages which this method of illu- 
minat ion has over gas, whica, by its unpleasant odor 
and evaporauon, is slowly poisoning thousands of 
human beings, and from which explosions are 
frequent, we can state that by calculations made
